Senator is back in the Republican party, where he 
belongs, and states that the silver issue will cut but 
little figure in politics for some time to come. This 
is about correct. Those who still believe that sil- 
ver is still an issue might just as well get into the 
Democratic ranks with both feet and be done with 
it; if they believe otherwise they might just as well 
get back into the Republican camp and be done 
with it.—Lyon County Times.

HILE Hanna, Stewart and a number of other 
surplus plundering Senators are howling for 


the ship subsidy bill, which \\ill be re-introduced at 
the coming session of Congress, and claiming that 
the ship-building industry is in need of stimulation 
from the treasury coffers, the industry goes light 
along making unprecedented records in the history 
of that branch of Ameiican enterprise. 


A dispatch to a New York paper from Bangor, 


Me., says that while ship-building is prosperous all 
along the coast of Maine this year, Bath is particu- 
larly prosperous, and the new fleet turned out there 
in 1901 will be notable, both for the aggregate of 
tonnage and for the character of the vessels. 
In 


addition to 21,435 tons of naval boats, there are un- 
der construction in the ship yards of Bath 27,400 of 
merchantmen to cost over $1,500,000. 


Since the first of the year Bath has already turn- 


ed out 501 tons of merchantmen. This brings up 
the total tonnage of vessels launched this year and 
now under construction to 74,212, aggregating in 
value $9,510,150. "These figures," says the dis- 
patch, "establish a new record for Bath, both in 
tonnage and in value." 


These figures and similar activity all along the 


Atlantic and Pacific coasts in the ship yards, and 
also on the great lake*, make it interesting to dis- 
cover what argument can be used to sustain the 
claim that subsidy is necessary to assist an industry 
which appears so able to take care of itself, as in 
fact it is now doing.
